A 12-hour hostage drama 
aboard a hijacked Philip¬ 
pine bus ended in blood¬ 
shed yesterday when an 
angry ex-policeman de¬ 
manding his job back 
gunned down eight Hong 
Kong tourists before po¬ 
lice stormed the vehicle 
and a sniper killed him. 

At least seven captives 
survived, four of whom 
were seen crawling out 
the back door of the bus 
after Philippine police 
stormed it yesterday 
evening when the 
hostage-taker started 
shooting at the 15 Chi¬ 
nese tourists inside, said 


police Senior Supt. Nelson 
Yabut. 

He said the hostage-tak¬ 
er was killed with a sniper 
shot to the head after he 
wounded a police sharp¬ 
shooter. 

Police and ambulances 
were lined up next to the 
vehicle in the pouring 
rain after the standoff 
ended. Local hospitals re¬ 
ported seven bodies of 
hostages were brought in. 

The bloodshed rattled 
the Philippines and raised 
questions about police 
ability to deal with 
hostage-takings.

Emergency workers 
worked frantically yester¬ 
day to shore up a system 
of levees protecting two 
southern Pakistani cities 
from floodwaters that 
have devastated wide 
swaths of the country. 

While the floodwaters 
are slowly moving 
toward the Arabian Sea, 


where they can drain 
away, the rainfall has 
been so intense that 
enormous parts of the 
country remain 
submerged. 

In Shadad Kot, in the 
southern province of 
Sindh, authorities are in¬ 
creasingly worried that 
even the 18 kilometres of 
new levees soldiers have 
built to protect the city, 
and Qambar city further 
to the south, may not 
hold back the floods. 

Workers were piling 
stones and sandbags to 
plug leaks in the levees, 
trying to stay ahead of 
any damage.

The forecast from Statis¬ 
tics Canada about its envi¬ 
ronmental data is cloudy 
with a chance it’s not al¬ 
ways up to snuff. 

A new report says the 
agency’s environmental 
statistics aren’t nearly as 
timely or accurate as its so¬ 
cial and economic data. 

And the “largely ad 
hoc” way Statistics Canada 
gathers this data has given 
policy makers in Ottawa 
only a smattering of infor¬ 


mation to work with. 

“Such an approach has 
produced a patchwork of 
environmental statistics,” 
the report says. “Some 
parts of the patchwork are 
of good quality and report¬ 
ed regularly, others less 
so. Other parts are missing 
altogether."

CENSUS CHANGE 

Economists 
against 
census cut: 
Survey 

A new survey suggests 
business economists are 
overwhelmingly 
opposed to the Harper 
government’s decision 
to scrap the long-form 
census. 

The Canadian Associ¬ 
ation for Business Eco¬ 
nomics (CABE) says 74 
per cent of its members 
think it’s bad policy to 
replace the obligatory 
long census with a vol¬ 
untary survey. 

Seventy-one per cent 


anticipate the quality of 
data obtained from a 
voluntary survey will be 
poorer than that 
collected from the com¬ 
pulsory census. 

And 76 per cent 
believe the change will 
negatively affect the 
analysis done by their 
group or organization. 

Indeed, almost 60 per 
cent expect that they’ll 
have to develop alterna¬ 
tive, private sources of 
data. 

Former chief statisti¬ 
cian Munir Sheikh, who 
quit Statistics Canada 
last month to protest 
the government’s deci¬ 
sion to abandon the 
mandatory long-form 
census, is scheduled to 
address the CABE today.

Restaurants 
to absorb 
coffee price 
increase 

Caffeine junkies can relax 
for now — the price of a 
fix at two of Canada’s 
biggest coffee chains 
won’t increase as 
wholesale coffee prices 
hover around 13-year 
highs — but those who 
prefer to brew at home 
will be affected. 

The December contract 
price for high quality Ara- 
bica beans — the type 
favoured in coffee shops - 
closed at $1.8335 US per 
pound yesterday at the In¬ 
tercontinental Exchange. 

This is the most expen¬ 
sive the beans have been 
since 1997. 

Many large coffee shops 
choose to eat the costs of 
raw-material price hikes 
after weighing the impact 
on their bottom line, said 
Sterling Smith, an analyst 
at Country Hedging Inc. 

But consumers should 
expect to pay more for a 
jolt of Joe at home, with 
the price of Folgers and 
Maxwell House brands on 
the rise, the Canadian press

Avatar born again, 
with extra footage 


O James Cameron’s global smash returns to theatres Friday © Re-release 
will benefit those ‘who wanted to see movie in 3-D but didn’t get chance’ 


Before he takes moviegoers 
deep beneath the Pandoran 
sea, James Cameron hopes 
they’ll go for an extended 
tour of the fictional planet 
he introduced in Avatar. 

Avatar: Special Edition, 
which includes nine min¬ 
utes of new footage, opens 
in 3-D theatres worldwide 
Friday. 

“I’m trying to use the 
technology to keep people 
interested and enthused 
about the Avatar universe, 
because it’s going to be a 
long time before we get an¬ 
other Avatar movie done.” 
the filmmaker said in a re¬ 
cent interview. 

Cameron, 56, already 
has plans for the Avatar se¬ 
quels. 

He’s also got a subma¬ 
rine to build, cameras for 
the Mars rover to design, 
an underwater 3-D camera 
to upgrade and maybe even 
an ocean-related feature to 
make. 

But first, he had to select 


and perfect new Avatar 
footage and persuade dis¬ 
tributor 20th Century Fox 
to rerelease the film the¬ 
atrically in 3-D. 

Cameron said there are 
“hundreds of thousands, if 
not millions" of people 
who wanted to see the 
movie in 3-D but didn’t get 
the chance because Avatar 
was edged out of 3-D the¬ 
atres by other scheduled 3- 
D releases. Since then, the 
number of available 3-D 
screens has doubled inter¬ 
nationally. he said. 

Fox executives said in a 
statement that they have 
been “inundated with re¬ 
quests to rerelease the film 
in theatres in 3-D” since it 
wrapped its original run in 
March. 

Avatar boasts the biggest 
box-office take in history, 
collecting S2.7 billion 
worldwide. 

Bringing the movie back 
to the big screen is an ex¬ 
periment inspired by initial

fan response to the movie, 
Cameron said. 

“It was the most pirated 
film in histoiy at the same 
time it was the most at¬ 
tended film in movie the¬ 
atres,” he said, adding that 
some who saw the movie 
on DVD or on their com¬ 
puter screens may want to 
enjoy it in all its big-screen, 
3-D glory. 


The new footage is sprin¬ 
kled throughout the movie. 
One bit focuses on the 
death of one of the planet’s 
native humanoids, the 
tailed, blue Na’vi. His death 
is hinted at in the original 
film, but in the extended 
version, “We actually see 
him die," Cameron said. 

“Not like he splats to the 
ground, but how they gath¬ 
er around him afterwards,” 
he said. “It’s this big emo¬ 
tional scene and it’s actual¬ 
ly the best CG we did in the 
whole movie.” 

Another scene follows a 
hunt for one of Pandora’s 
bizarre creatures in a “rous¬ 
ing action-adventure, 
pulse-pounding kind of 
scene,” he said. 

The extended version 
will appear on a special-edi¬ 
tion DVD to be released in 
November. It will also in¬ 
clude a more expanded, 
“alternate reality version” 
of the film that is 16 min¬ 
utes longer than the origi-

► Cameron plans to explore 
the Pacific's Mariana 
Trench in a two-seater sub 
that can go 36,000 feet be¬ 
low the surface. He's work¬ 
ing on upgrading his 3-D 
underwater camera and is 
helping build a space-age 
3-D camera for the new 
Mars rover, Curiosity. 

"You’ll be able to see Mars 
going by, in 3-D/’ he said.

Singer Chesney tackles 
love of all things football 



Everything Kenny Chesney 
needed to know about dom¬ 
inating country music he 
learned from football. 

Whether he’s firing up 
the tour bus or heading into 
the studio, he uses the princi¬ 
ples he learned while playing 
at Gibbs High School outside 
Knoxville. This epiphany 
came to Chesney while he 
was recording for his latest 
album, Hemingway’s 

Whiskey, and eventually 
grew into the documentary 
film Boys of Fall, which airs 
on ESPN this Sunday. 

“It’s no different if you’re 
playing football, if you’re 
on the road like I am, if 
you’re running a compa¬ 
ny,” Chesney said. “Every¬ 
body’s got to work together 
if they want to achieve 
something that’s special.” 

Chesney’s documentary 
started out as a simple 
video shoot for the single, 
The Boys of Fall. He fol¬ 
lowed friend and New Or¬ 
leans Saints coach Sean 
Payton to the coach’s home¬ 
town in Napierville, Ill. 

It was a special experi¬ 
ence and Chesney started 
to think about all the sports 
figures he has become 
friends with over the years. 

“That’s when I thought it 
might be cool for me in my 
year off I took from the 
road to go around and talk 


to these people and see 
what we get,” Chesney said. 
“It ended up being one of 
the best journeys of my 
life.” 

Chesney’s journey took 
him to places like Hatties¬ 
burg, Miss., where he had 
barbecue at Brett Favre’s 
house, Tuscaloosa, Ala., and 
Austin, Texas. He met with 
the giants of the game — 
Bill Parcells, Peyton Man¬ 
ning, Nick Saban, Bobby 
Bowden, John Madden — 
but also spent time filming 
peewee players in 
Nashville. 

There were fun mo¬ 
ments: “John Madden 

cooked what is the equiva¬ 
lent of Thanksgiving and 


Christmas dinner together 
for us. He told me when I 
walked in there, ‘When it 
comes to cooking I can take 
Brett Favre to the wood¬ 
shed.’” 

But he also came away 
with experiences that had a 
larger impact on him than 
he could ever imagine. 

“Listening to those guys 
talk about the heart of and 
the emotions and every¬

Even as Black Sabbath cele¬ 
brates the 40th anniversary 
of their first two landmark 
releases, the members of 
the groundbreaking heavy 
metal outfit are still eyeing 
their future. 

And it seems as though 
another tour with the origi¬ 
nal lineup — vocalist Ozzy 
Osbourne, guitarist Tony 
Iommi, bassist Geezer But¬ 
ler and drummer Bill Ward 
— might not be out of the 
question. 

“It’d be just nice to do 
one final, big Sabbath tour 
because we didn’t really 
play that many places when 
we got together for the last 
reunion (in 2005),” Butler 
said in a telephone inter¬ 
view from California. 

“We’ve never played 
Japan as the original band 
and we haven’t played Aus¬ 
tralia since the ’70s. There’s 
a lot of places in eastern Eu¬ 
rope that didn’t even exist 
when we were going the 
first time around, so there’s 
loads of places we’d like to 
play as the original band. So 
hopefully we’ll do it.” 

“It’d be nice to do the 
tour while we’re still alive.” 

This summer marked 
the release of Classic Al¬ 
bums: Paranoid, a DVD/Blu- 
ray that examines the 
baclcstory of Sabbath’s in¬ 
fluential 1970 disc through 
newly unveiled live footage 
and fresh interviews with 
the group. 

Those interviews proved 
challenging for the affable 
Butler, who admits he 
“can’t remember anything 
about” those early days. 

The release features ex¬ 
haustive track-by-traclc 
analysis of the seminal re¬ 
lease along with appropri¬ 
ately reverential interviews 
with fans, industry peers 
(including Henry Rollins) 



Over the last 40 years, 
one memory that 
remains clear for Black 
Sabbath bassist Geezer 
Butler is the frightful 
time the British rockers 
had trying to cross the 
border into Canada for 
a gig.

A new biography of beloved 
broadcaster Peter Gzowski 
paints a portrait of a bril¬ 
liant man who hid a private 
dark side, including depres¬ 
sion, alcoholism, and a se¬ 
cret son from an affair.

So a vampire, a werewolf 
and a ghost move in togeth¬ 
er ... 

It sounds like the set-up 
for a really bad joke. Or 
worse, a derivatively famil¬ 
iar premise for the next big 
American network Twilight 
rip-off youth-market dra¬ 
ma. 

Which it in fact is. But 
before Being Human was 
optioned for adaptation as 
an American series, it was a 
uniquely compelling, char¬ 
acter-driven tragicomedy 
... about a vampire, a were¬ 
wolf and a ghost. 

The supernatural series 
gets a special showcase this 
week on Space, running all 
six of its first-season 
episodes, starting last night 
and continuing through 
Friday. 

It starts over from the pi¬ 
lot again in a weekly slot, 
Thursdays at 10 p.m. EST, 
starting Sept. 16, with the 
second season of six follow¬ 
ing Oct. 28. A third season 
is currently in production 
in Wales. 

“It’s different, isn’t it?” 
allows Russell Tovey, who 
portrays the most conflict¬ 
ed of the three monstrous 
roomies — and the only 
one with an actual pulse — 
as the reluctant werewolf, 
George, in the British origi¬ 
nal. 

“It sounds like a kids’ 
show, which it definitely is¬ 
n’t,” he says, calling in dur¬ 
ing a lunch break on the 
Being Human set. 


Neither is it merely a 
monster mash. “It’s really 
more the human side of it,” 
the actor insists, “rather 
than concentrating on the 
supernatural. 

“It’s almost inconse¬ 
quential to these people, 
who are just trying to be 
human.” 

In fact, in its initial 
stages, the three central 
characters were mere mor¬ 
tals. “It was just about a 
flat-share,” Tovey reveals. 
“George (the werewolf) just 
had rage issues, and was 
agoraphobic and painfully 
shy, and Mitchell (the vam¬ 
pire) was a drug addict and 
a sex addict. 

“But it wasn’t working. 
So they changed them to a 
werewolf and a vampire, 
and Annie the ghost... but 
they’re still rooted in those 
metaphors. It works on dif¬ 
ferent levels for different 
people.” 

For the Being Human 
writers and creators, it was 
an opportunity to indulge 
their nerdier inclinations 
— all but one come fresh 
off the revitalized Doctor 
Who franchise, as do 
episodic actors Tovey and 
his phantom flatmate, 
Lenora Crichlow. (Aidan 
Turner plays Mitchell.) 

“It’s great to be around 
those kind of people,” 
Tovey enthuses, “because 
they’re obsessed with 
comics and science fiction. 
They live and breathe it. 
They know genre back to 



front... they’re so involved 
in creating this world.” 

The North American ver¬ 
sion of Being Human, cur¬ 
rently shooting in 
Montreal, will “super” star 
Sam Witwer, who played 
Doomsday on Smallville, as 
the vampire, with Sam 
Huntington — Jimmy 
Olsen in 2006’s Superman 
Returns — taking over for 
Tovey as resident man-wolf. 
Local actor Meaghan Rath 
will play ghost girl Annie. It 
too will run on Space, 
which is co-producing.

O His fan mail started out in crayons before eventually evolving to typewritten letters 



Stan Lee was a beloved 
figure to a generation of 
Marvel Comics readers 
who grew up captivated 
by his legendary creations 
like Spider-man, The 
Hulk, X-Men, and Iron 
Man. 

Now that his characters 
dominate the movie box 
office, he’s become a pop 
culture icon whose imagi¬ 
nation is responsible for 
some of the great myths 
of the 20th century. Metro 
got a chance to speak to 
the superhero guru. 

How did people react to you 
saying that you wrote comics 
when you started? 

Nobody had any respect 
for comic books in those 
days. It was considered to 
be something that very 
young kids read or older 
people who weren’t too 
bright. They were consid¬ 
ered the lowest rung on 
the cultural totem pole. 

When did that started to 
change? 

I think Marvel Comics 
was really was responsi¬ 
ble for that. At some point 
we started using college 
level vocabulary in our di¬ 
alogue balloons and cap¬ 
tions. We tried to make 
the stories more intelli¬ 
gent. We tried to play up 
characterization and give 
each one of our heroes 
and villains definite per¬ 
sonalities. We concentrat¬ 


ed on really good story¬ 
telling as best we could. 

Did you ever think comic 
books could get this popular? 

No, years ago I never could 
have imagined that 
comics would be the well- 
spring for so many huge 
movies and popular fran¬ 
chises. I don’t think any of 
us in the business could 
have. I don’t know where 
it’s going. I hope it contin¬ 
ues. I think as long as the 
people writing these 
things can come up with 
clever enough ideas to 
hold the audiences’ inter¬ 


ests, it’ll keep going. Be¬ 
cause people love this type 
of story. They’re colourful, 
they’re surprising, they’re 
bigger than life, they’re 
imaginative and that’s 
what the fans like. 

How did you first get into 
comics? 

Oh, I was about 17 when I 
got into comics and peo¬ 
ple reacted like “who is 
this kid hanging around.” 
I worked as an assistant to 
Joe Simon and Jack Kirby, 
who created Captain 
America. In those days, 
they still used pen and 


ink wells and I would fill 
the ink wells and erase 
the pages for them. I 
would also go down and 
get them their sandwich¬ 
es at lunch. I was just a 
general office helper. 
Then one day Joe and Jack 
left and it was a very 
small department, just 
the three of us. So when 
they were no longer work¬ 
ing there the publisher 
Martin Goodman said, 
“Stan do you think you 
can hold down the job as 
writer and editor until I 
get somebody who is a 
grown up?” When you’re

O People with Labyrinthitis can 
sometimes feel panicky as their 
world is turned upside down 



Alison Anderson woke up 
one morning a few years 
ago feeling very, very 
dizzy. 

“The room was mov¬ 
ing,” Anderson, 28, said. 
“It felt like I was moving 
— and I was standing still.” 

The Montreal university 
student managed to make 
her way to a medical clinic 
where she was put 
through a series of tests 
similar to those used to 
test a person's sobriety.

For most peo¬ 
ple the brain is able to 
compensate and patients 
will recover within a few 
weeks, but that a small mi¬ 
nority don't compensate at 
all. 


She was asked to walk 
in a straight line, putting 
one foot in front of the 
other. 

But she wasn’t drunk. 

Anderson was diag¬ 
nosed with labyrinthitis, a 
kind of catch-all term for 
several inner-ear disorders 
that cause dizziness. 

Ear, nose and throat 
specialist Dr. Anthony 
Zeitouni said the term 
labyrinthitis comes from 
the word labyrinth, refer¬ 
ring to the part of the in¬ 
ner ear that helps control 
balance. 

He said while it’s com¬ 
mon to hear some doctors 
use the term labyrinthitis 
to diagnose patients, a 
more specific diagnosis is 
usually arrived at by oto¬ 
laryngologists (also known 
as ear, nose and throat spe¬ 
cialists). 

“Vestibular neuritis is a 


very intense vertigo that 
comes from the ear, proba¬ 
bly viral,” Zeitouni, who is 
the director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Otolaryngology at 
the Royal Victoria Hospital 
in Montreal, said in an in¬ 
terview. 

“I think that's the one 


that most people tend to 
call labyrinthitis.” 

Zeitouni said vestibular 
neuritis is a viral inflam¬ 
mation of the vestibular 
nerve that is characterized 
by intense and sudden ver¬ 
tigo - a sensation that is ro¬ 
tational, like the room 


spinning. 

It’s a feeling kids who 
deliberately make them¬ 
selves dizzy on a merry-go- 
round are familiar with, 
albeit fleetingly. 

But vestibular neuritis is 
a condition that can take 
weeks to fully clear up, 


and often sends people to 
the emergency room of 
their local hospital with 
anxiety-provoking symp¬ 
toms that include nausea, 
vomiting and involuntary 
baclc-and-forth eye move¬ 
ments called nystagmus.

eling with Food in Halifax, 
N.S. 

“There is an abundance 
of tasty, fresh, nutrient 
dense foods available from 
your local farmer.” 

Go for deeply colourful 
veggies and fruits. 

Peaches, tomatoes and 
corn are good sources of 
antioxidants, fiber, and 


potassium, says Caldwell. 

Peaches and tomatoes 
are chock full of vitamin C. 

No wonder we crave 
them at this time of year. 

If you haven’t been to a 
farmers’ market in a 
while, now is the time to 
go, recommends Caldwell. 

Fresh, local foods may 
be higher in antioxidants 
because they are harvested 
ripe and ready to eat, 


whereas foods that have to 
travel to supermarkets are 
often picked before matu¬ 
rity. Other local foods 
available in August are: 
beans, bole choy, broccoli, 
carrots, cauliflower, celery, 
cucumbers, eggplant, 
herbs, kale, lettuce greens, 
peppers and radishes. 

“It’s a great time of year 
to replace frozen or 
canned fruits or vegetables 
with fresh versions. Save 
preserved foods for the 
winter months when fresh 
options aren’t available,” 
said Caldwell.

Eat your greens! A new, 
persuasive study from 
the U.K. has found that 
eating at least one serv¬ 
ing of leafy greens a day 
can reduce your risk of 
type 2 diabetes.

You’ve probably heard it 
before: Eat less red meat. 

Now, there’s even more 
evidence to support taking 
this advice is not only good 
for your healthly living but 
it can cut the risk of heart 
disease. 

A large study conducted 
at Harvard has found that 
eating chicken or turkey 
instead of beef, pork or 
lamb can cut women’s 
heart disease risk. 


Researchers say, that 
while this study wasn’t tai¬ 
lored to men, that it proba¬ 
bly applies for men too. 

The study charted the 
eating habits of 84,136 
healthy women ages 30 to 
55 over 26 years, and 
analysed whether they got 
sick or not. 

The women were part of 
the Nurses’ Health Study. 
Results indicate that each 
time you substitute red 


meat with poultry, nuts, 
fish, or low-fat dairy, you 
reduce your heart disease 
risk. 

Red meat contains bad¬ 
dies like heme iron and 
saturated fat, whereas 
these better sources of pro¬ 
tein contain goodies such 
as fatty acids and polyun¬ 
saturated fats, which may 
protect against heart dis¬ 
ease.

O Court grants divorce to golfer and his Swedish-born 
wife O Couple will ‘share parenting’ of their children, 
but other terms not released 


Tiger Woods and his 
Swedish-bom wife officially 
divorced yesterday, nine 
months after his middle-of- 
the night car crash outside 
his home set off shocking 
revelations that the world’s 
most famous athlete had 
been cheating on his wife. 

“We are sad that our 
marriage is over and we 
wish each other the very 
best for the future,” Woods 
and Elin Nordegren said in 
a joint statement released 
by their lawyers. 

The divorce was granted 
in Bay County Circuit Court 
in Panama City, Fla., about 
600 kilometres away from 
their Isleworth home out¬ 
side Orlando. The couple 
had married in October 
2004 in Barbados and have 
a three-year-old daughter, 
Sam, and a 19-month-old 
son, Charlie. 

Terms of the divorce 
were not disclosed, except 
that they will “share par¬ 
enting” of their two chil¬ 
dren.
